Frequently we hear people 
egretting the fact that we have 
10 Hospital in Raymond. There 
ire several disadvantages in the 
-’act, that at times are decid- 
dly unpleasant. With roads and 
veather we have had during 
he past winter, we were fort- 
mate indeed that no deaths oc- 
•urred from having no accom- 
nodations for the care of hos- 
>ital cases in Raymond. 

Then too, our Doctor makes 
\ trip nearly every day to the 
Hospital to see patients there 
who need his attention. During 
these visits wc are left without 
a Doctor, and in case of a ser¬ 
ious accident or unexpected 
sickness may result seriously. 
Then too. there are many cases 
which should be taken care of 
n the Hospital, but transport¬ 
ation and finances prevent it 
md illnesses are at times pro¬ 
longed, and sometimes never 
cured, because the proper facilit 
ics cannot be obtained. 

These arc merely a few of the 
disadvantages of having no IIos 
pital here. A great deal may bo 
»aid, and likely entirely true, in 
favor, of the present arrange¬ 
ments. These observances are 
not made in a spirit of fault 
finding of the Lethbridge Hos¬ 
pitals, where Raymond people 
have received the best of treat¬ 
ment for many years. This fact 
however does not remove the un 
pleasant features of the situat¬ 
ion. and to those who need sjiec 
ial treament obtainable only in 
Hospitals, the financial side of 
the question is gigantic. 

With the population we have 
here, coupled with the residents 
’.out’i ot town, Welling and pos 
siblv Magrath, it appears that 
a Municipal scheme of some 
sort could he worked out where 
for a small additional tax per 
year a small Hospital could be 
operated to advantage, and to 
the decided benefit of local res¬ 
idents. Wc have the School of 
Agriculture which could be fit¬ 
ted out exceptionally well for a 
Hospital without a great deal of 
expense, and we beleive hat in 
as much as the Provincial Govt, 
is interested in health units that 
co-operation could be obtained 
from that source as far as pos¬ 
sible. 

Before either Town or Mun¬ 
icipality would care to take any 
stops in this matter it is certain 
they would-like to know how the 

people felt. Make use of these 
columns to air your views if you 
choose, and let’s have some i- 
deas as to how and what to do. 
Nothing ventured, nothing gain 
od, If we are to get ahead we 
must take opportunity by the 
forelock.

Very definite, and, it would 
seem, successful efforts are be¬ 
ing made not onl v to maintain, 
but to improve wheat quality; 
but how about reducing costs 
of production? Unfortunately 
very little i n this direction is 
being done yet the reduction of 
costs is just as important as 
the improvement °f quality— 
Can costs be reduced, or at all 
events stopped from rising still 
further? 

It will not be easy, but I for 
one believe it can be done, even 
though costs of production act- 
uallv are now rising as reveal¬ 
ed by the Searle Index which 
keeps account, month by month, 
of the costs of the thingi fa-Tri¬ 
ers buy. 

More will be said in later 
articles about methods . to 
l)e adopted to reduce costs. In 
the meantime anything that will 
increase the yield per acre will 
definitely help. The use of 
Leytasan and Ceresan for treat¬ 
ment against smut and root rot 
diseases, also the use of fertil¬ 
izer. which increases yield and 
brings about earlier maturity, 
are slendid ways of reducing 
costs of production. 

Following factors have tend¬ 
ed to raise prices: Japan, Mex¬ 
ico and Grece purchase Argmt- 
ino wheat—ltal v purchases still 
more Argentine and Roumanian 
wheat— Germany and Great 
Britain continue to bu v Argen¬ 
tine, Turkish Australian, Ind¬ 
ian, Yugo-Slavian and Canad¬ 
ian wheat— Spain purchases 
wheat—Inclement weather jeop 
r.rdizcs crop prospects in India 
—Grasshopers causing concern 
in Australia—French franc fall 
ing in value.

7. Newspaper advertising is 
quickly controlled. 

8. Newspaper i dvertising may 
be adjusted to different con¬ 
ditions. 

9. Newspaper advertising en¬ 
ables manufactuiers and deal¬ 
ers to state where their pro¬ 
ducts nia v be bought. 

10. Newspaper advertising lis 
inexpensive- Merchants have 
learned that it coders more 
families for less money than 
any other form of advertis¬ 
ing.

SEED CLEANING IMPORT¬ 
ANT FARM JOB 

-o- 

Many natural and uncontrol¬ 
lable risks may be taken in pro¬ 
ducing crops. There are, how¬ 
ever, many factors that enter in¬ 
to crop production which are 
controllable. Among these is the 
preparation of grain for seed. 
This is a farm job that can us¬ 
ually be done during the five 
months after threshing in the 
fall to within one month of seed 
ing in the spring. When clean¬ 
ing and grading of seed is left 
until the busy seeding time, the 
work is sometimes rushed and 
consequently not so carefully 
done. Pest results arc obtained 
when the capacity of the seed 
cleaning and grading machines 
is not overtaxed. Many machines 
do much better work when they 
are operated considerably under 
their commercially rated capac¬ 
ities. It seems to be a good plan 
to have the work of preparing 
seed clone when the weather is 
favorable, and at least one mon¬ 
th before heeding. 

There are three main reasons 


for cleaning seed, namely, the 
removal of weed seeds; to re¬ 
tain well developed seed of high 
vitality, and to have seed of un¬ 
iform size and freedom from 
obstructions. The annual loss 
due to weed seeds is very great. 
Where soil moisture becomes 
more limited, the control of 
weed growth becomes more es¬ 
sential. Noxious weeds, espec¬ 
ially those which are likely to 
he introduced on farms where 
they are not yet prevalent, 
should be removed. 

With regard to retaining well 
developed seeds of high vitality, 
plump seeds of strong vitality 
may endure adverse growing 
conditions because of the strong 
or seedlings which are supported 
by the greater food reserves of 
the well developed seed. Un¬ 
iformity of seed is important. I 
Uniform seed free from awns, 
hoods, and inert material will 
run through the drill cups free¬ 
ly. Seed which can l>e delivered 
through the drill with the high¬ 
est degree of regularity is more 
evenly spaced in the drill rows 
in the ground and is thus able 
to compete more effectively
